No Agents previously on probation; however, 
p o ten t ially embarrassing situation detected Wherein Agents illegally obtaining 
inspection stickers for personally owned ears. Administrative action handled 
separately. 144 Agents had VOT average of less than % hours for six-month 
period. No overweight Agents; 3 on limited duty - justified. Morale satisfactory. 
Exsellaat record in recruitment of ^«al Applicants. 

Contacts - Excellent ( Last inspection - Saeellent). 53 &A£ Contacts, all but two 
known to now Assistant Director; quality nigh, coverage diversified. Favorable 
relations with radio, television and press. Speech program of high quality. Felice 
relationship satisfactory. FBI National Academy and law enforcement programs 
well planned, effective and well publicised. Officials contacted spoke highly of 
Director, Bureau and NYO.

Trior recom- 
mendation was approved that Bryant be censured upon conclusion of entire inspection 
for Ms culpability in not knowing of a situation where certain employees were 
illegally obtaining auto inspection stickers through the contract garage, particularly 
inasmuch as he was having his cars inspected at this same garage. Recommend 
attached letter of censure be sent.

Tha supervisory staff of tbs Now York Office Is composed of an 
Assistant Director, 4 ASACs, and 42 Agent Sapor visors. Separate memoranda 
approvtd recommending changes In the supervisory airaeture to all Divisions, 
deleting two supervisors and the position of Staff Supervisor, Time In Off ice 
(T!0| averaged 21. 2% for the three months preceding toe inspection. This was 
primarily attributable to Agents assigned to the Espionage (4L 7%) and toe Security 
(48. 1%) Divisions. Instruettfins were issued to reduce TIO immediately. Are* 
or g a ni s ati on of one section in the Chief Clerk's Office to improve efficiency rad to 
economise was ordered on a 90-day trial basis. The over-all operations of the 
Chief Clerk's Office were satisfaetery. Based on a survey conducted during the 
inspection, stenographic production was 3. 16 pegee per hear representing aa increase 
when compared with 2. 92 pages per hour taming the Uud taspection; however, 
tide is slightly below the average of 3. 39 page# per hour for the larger offices. 

During the first ata months of fiscal year 1963 operation ceeto increased as follows: 
Per Diem 7. 0%; travel 1. 6%; and eommunleattons 18. 7%. Wide area telephone 
service (WATS) was acquired in November, 1962, and communications ctots sharply 
declined to 3. 2% above the Bureau base to. December, IMS. Keonomy was stressed. 
Percentage of errors found in locator registers (#3 Cards) was 6. 5%, which is high; 
however, none of the errors affected Agent's VOT record for fringe benefits. 
Percentage of files with form errs re was 8. 87% compared with field average of 
4. 80%. Accuracy emphasised. 

PERSONNEL MATTERS . . . . . . FAIR 

As of 1/7/63, NYO had 977 Agents and 358 clerks with a clerk- Agent 
ratio of 57%. New York Office requested total of 33 additional Special Agents; v 
11 tor [Cuban matters^ 15 for Criminal Intelligence Program, 5 for Labor matter s(&2( 
2 Spanish speaking Ages to for monitoring purposes. Inspector determined that ^ 
proposed programs requiring fids additional personnel ware necessary. However, 
faapecttoa Staff was able to mew how, through certain raergmiantton and better 
utilization of available manpower, a sufficient number of Agents could be released 
from taker duties to fulfill needs for these important programs with the exception 
of 2 Spanish speaking Agents already under transfer to NYO, and to addittoma 
total of 17 Agents from complement 1/W83 are believed excessive and available 
for transfer out of New York (separate memorandum recommending reduction 
approved). Inspector feels 211 Agents mold handle more work, ef which 75 Agents 
admitted to Inspector they could handle additional work; however, none of these 
Agents loafing. New York has authority from Bureau to hire 17 additional clerks. 
Inspector recommends elimination of 1 clerical position and instructed 00- day

iSfYty be conducted to confirm preliminary findings of Inspector that certain 
suggested streamlining procedures to Chief Clerk's Office practical and workable. 
*Fhese suggested modifications should save 14 clerical employees. Office voluntary 
overtime average substantial, but 144 Agents had average of less than 2 hours per 
day for 6 months and 8 Agents had 3 months' average of less than 1 hour 45 minutes. 
Assistant Director ordered to insure work equitably shared. Morale of employees 
is satisfactory. There are no agents over the desirable weight limits. None were 
on probation; however, potentially embarrassing situation detected wherein Agents 
were illegally obtaining inspection stickers for their personally owned automobiles. 
Administrative action handled separately. The 9 limited duty Agents were interviewed 
limited duty status justified. NYO recruited 45 special Agents for the 10 classes 
scheduled since February, 1962, for excellent record. 

CONTACTS EXCELLENT 

The 53 SAC Contacts, one of whom developed by Assistant Director, 
are personally known to him with the exception of two. Instructed to perfect his 
plans to meet the totter as quickly as possible. 5 contacts deleted as they no 
longer meet the Bureau's criteria. Coverage represented tor contacts is diversified 
and quality high. Relationship with radio, television and press favorable; several 
broadcasts relating to Bureau and NYO presented slnee tost Inspection. NBC 
has contributed time for spot announcements and broadcasts valued to excess 
of $28, 600. 173 speeches made in 1932, inclusive of November, 51 by SAC a and 
60 by ASACs. Speeches before quality groups, equitably shared by NYO officials. 
Close relationship maintained with local tow enforcement agencies; FBI National 
Academy and law enforcement training programs effective and well attended by 
interested personnel. 15 police instructors not audited since last inspection because 
of economy reaeons (Resident Agencies) and newly approved instructors whose 
limited assignments have precluded it. Instructed to insure all are audited once a 
year. Suggested ofice consider using newly approved instructors and Resident 
Agents for presentations before Agents' and/or clerical conferences for purpose 
of auditing their teaching abilities. Liaison with other Federal and local agencies 
effective. Instructed to maintain separate monthly tickler to assure that public 
exhibits kept current. Noted that one such exhibit concerning Top Ten Fugitive 
publicity contained material that was out of date. Officials contacted spoke highly 
of Director, Bureau and New York Office.

? conveniently located, and secure. The increased number of housekeeping 
; delinquencies brought to your attestM* should bo Immediately corrected. 
There must be no further deviation Mam Bureau instructions regarding 
the collection of confidential trash. Hi the new procedure ordered by 
the Inspector should be tolLowud carefully. The d etect ion of four safety 
delinquencies in the cars inspected is a source of concern. Bis 
realised they were electrical defects which could have occurred just 
- prior to Urn inspection; nevertheless, every effort most be mode to keep 
these defects nt a minimum. Tba results of your studies regarding the 
feasibility of employing automotive mechanics rather than contracting 
for outside repairs should be promptly submitted to the Bateau. 

Continued attention must be given to unsure that Hers is full utilisation 
of all Bureau automobiles and that the Bureau is promptly advised of 
any surplus veh|clss. Immediately inaugurate the garage security 
procedure suggested by the Inspector. 

The high delinquency in invesSijElJC^£tii^shotad be 
followed closely. Additionally, the higher-than~field average missed 
applicant and fugitive deadlines must be substantially reduced. The 
14 substantive errors detected emphasise the need for closer supervision 
( and appropriate attention to pertinent detail.

I am pleased to note the increases in statistical 
accomplishments for the ear rent fiscal year in thru categories; 
however, the decline in convictions is discouraging. Follow the court 
dockets closely to assure that there is no delay la reporting any cases 
where convictions may be forthcoming. Tour Criminal Informant and 
Security Informant Programs were rated very goad, but there can be no 
lessening of emphasis in these vital areas. Tim record of the New York 
Office in its solutions of Bank Robbery violations Is most unsatisfactory. 
Aggressive action must be taken immediately, and 1 shall expect you to 
give this situation your personal attention to effectuate a decided 
improvement. 

The substantial progress made in investigations in the 
internal security and counterespionage fields is moot gratifying. Of 
special note is the breakthrough which yon have made in the penetration 
of espionage and foreign intelligence activities hi this country. I am 
likewise pleased with the progress in the Criminal Intelligence Program, 
but you must intensify your efforts to obtain prosecutable cases in this 
Held. 

The recommendations and instructions of the Inspector 
regarding the reorganisation ami consolidation of squads throughout the 
New York Office should be promptly implemented* Squad 242 in the 
Criminal Division and Squad 42 In the Security Division should be eliminated. 
The position of Staff Supervisor in all divisions should be abolished; 
however, it will be permissible to rtiwlgggts the current Staff Supervisors 
in the Espionage Division as Coordinators, having no rank superior to 
other supervisors in that division. Prior Bureau authorization is required, 
of course, before assigning any specific agent to a supervisory position. 

Time in the office remains entirely too high. You have 
been frequently advised of the abeolute necessity to reduce time in the 
office to a minimum, consistent with the proper discharge of your duties. 
Immediate improvement must be forthcoming. 

The over-all operations of the Chief Clerk's Office were 
found to be satisfactory. Promptly submit to the Bureau the results of 
the 20-day trial survey being conducted tn the pending files when it is 
completed. 1 was pleased to note the increased stenographic production 
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Mr, John F. Malone

MEMORANDUM FOR MR. TOLSON 

On November 12, 1963, I saw Assistant Director John F. Malone 
of the New York Field Division. Mr. Malone is one of the older Special 
Agents in Charge and he makes an excellent personal appearance. 

I called Mr. Malone’s attention to the fact there was a substantial 
number of classes of cases in excess of 7% delinquency, and he should take 
steps to correct this situation as soon as possible. 

I also observed that there had been a drop of 25% in convictions 
and 26% in fines, savings, and recoveries for the first four months of the 
current fiscal year when compared with a similar period of the previous 
fiscal year, and he should look into this situation at once so the trend could 
be reversed and an increase in accomplishments attained. 

1 stated I also noted that the Agents of the New York Office were 
closing only 5. 7 cases per month per Agent in October, 1963, and this was 
probably the lowest record of any office in the service and he should take 
steps to increase the output. 

I also commented upon the fact that the Agents of the New York 
Office were spending 25. 2% of their time in the office and this was grossly 
excessive.

I stressed to Mr. Malone the necessity for developing quality I 
informants in all three areas of domestic intelligence, criminal Intel igenee, 
and civil rights. 

I told Mr. Malone that I noted the AgekCs in the New York Office

It is 
understood and agreed that the sum tendered herewith is a voluntary, gratuitous contribution to said fund which I understand 
is to be administered in the following manner. 

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shall consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe 
keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director in pertinent matters. 
The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case 
and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assist- 
ant Director of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10,000. The liability 
of the fund shall not under any circumstances exceed the amount of monies in the fund at the time any liability shall occur.

Bear Mr, Malone- 

I have reviewed the remits of the recent inspection of the New York 
Office and based upon the Inspector’s findings I have approved the following 
ratings for your operations. Contacts - Excellent; Physical Condition and 
Maintenance, and Investigative Operations - Very Good; Administrative 
Operations, and Personnel Matters - Fair. 

I was pleased that the appearance of your apace showed considerable 
improvement since the last inspection end that it is adequate and secure. 

Your automobile fleet wae in generally good condition, however, one safety 
delinquency of an electrical nature w»e detected in the automobiles inspected 
which it is realized could have occurred just prior to the inspection. Every 
effort must be made to keep these deli nquenci es to a minimum. You must 
also stress to all personnel the absolute necessity of following safe-driving 
practices at all times. 

Your Security and Criminal Informant Programs are rated very good. 
This is a vital phase of toe Bureau's operations and requires the wholehearted 
participation of all personnel. There is a definite need for improvement by 
personnel handling primarily criminal matters who have not developed a 
criminal informant over an extended period of time. I expect every Agent 
who is in a position to develop criminal informants to produce concrete results. 

At the end of the first eight months of the current fiscal year your 
statistical accomplishments show an increase in only two categories. Follow 
closely the large backlog of court cases with the United States Attorneys* 
Offices in order to insure that we exceed last year's accomplishments in 
convictions.

It was most gratifying to again note the continued excellent progress 
being made in the penetration of B8viet anafsate illte inteUteencelbperationsfc^ 
in your territory. The vital importance of counterespionage investigations 
to the security of the country cannot toe overemphasised. Your accomplishments 
in developing defectors in place; identification of intelligence agents; arrest

the procurement of intelligence data have bees noteworthy and constitute a great 
stride toward rendering[Bpviet and eatelitte]eperatlons leas effective. I am alsoj> 
encouraged by the brea , -through in(Cjiban illegal inteUigence}activities. You y^C 
should exploit this tolly. You and your personnel should take great pride in your 7 
accomplishments in the espionage field. Every effort must be made to continue 
your fine progress in this sensitive area. 

The excellent results obtained in the criminal intelligence field are also 
pleasing to me. Particularly noteworthy are the convictions of the hoodlums as 
a result of FBI investigation. The coverage Instituted by you during the past year 
is encouraging and you should aggressively purees your efforts to penetrate the 
leadership of the hoodlum organisations with a view toward prosecution. Cases 
on members of the hoodlum organizations should be closed once complete back- 
ground and activities have been ascertained, informant potential evaluated, 
interview conducted and It has been determined ease does not lend itself to 
prosecution.

Affective immediately the airportssquaa handling theft from interstate 
shipment casco is to be reduced by one *gent The Agent and one of the automobiles 
assigned to ihe squad should be returned to headquarters for reassignment The 
remaining three Agents are to submit daily reports henceforth in the same 
maimer as now required by Resident agents. 

Toe replacement Agents requested tor bquaoe 24 and 231 are not 
justified. The four Agents requested for oquad 22 to handle ' summing operations' 
are considered justified and are to be allocated as follows: Two Agents under 
transfer and allotted to Squads 22 anu 321, one agent originally designated for 
bquau 251 as replacement, and one agent made available on bquaa 22 as result 
of utilising a typist in lieu of the Agent. 

The replacements of one Agent each requested for squads 342, 414, 

423, and 43, and the additional Agent for bquad 424 are not justified. Also, 
it has been concluded that the complement of bquad 421 can be reduced by one 
man. 



Ae regards the two Agent accountants assigned to Squad 23 and the

The decrease in the percentage of time spent in the office since the 
last Inspection is a favorable trend. Continue to stress reduction. The low 
number of eases closed per Asm Is of continuing concern to me. I realize 
your low average is attributable in part to low case closings of involved 
espionage eases. However, it is felt that the case closings in less complicated 
cases could be increased with appropriate effort 

Although the over -all operation of the Chief Clerk's Office was found 
to be satisfactory, study the possibility of decentralizing the pending file 
rotors in an effort to increase efficiency and reduce manpower. The im- 
provement shown in reduction of Isrm errors compared to the last inspection 
is encouraging. Continue to stress the need for accuracy. 

It was obvious sufficient attention was not being paid to the retention 
of bulky exhibits. The Inspector found several examples, from a spot sampling , 
of exhibits being held for extended periods of time unnecessarily. Promptly 
carry out the instructions of the Inspector to survey bulky exhibits and to 
dispose of those no longer needed. Upon completion of the survey, submit 
your recommendations with regard to reduction of two clerical employees 
in the bulky file unit. 

Stenographic production showed a decrease compared with a survey 
conducted during the last inspection which is attributable to a certain extent 
to the large number of new employees. Every effort must be made to train 
these new employees so they can reach the highest possible level of 
productivity in the shortest period of time. 

It is heartening to learn that operations costs are below those for 
the comparable period in fiscal year 1993. There should be no lessening 
of the stringent economy measures being employed by you. 

Falsification of Bureau records will not be tolerated. Impress 
upon all personnel that entries on Bureau records must be accurate in every 
detail. \<m and your supervisory staff will be expected to institute personal 
checks to insure that all records are maintained accurately. Instruct all 
personnel that henceforth all employees are to sign in and out according to 
the time indicated on the wall clocks and not according to the time indicated 
on personal watches. 

It was observed that your contacts afford diversified and quality 
coverage and that you personally have made a very favorable impression

on these contacts. It was gratifying to note that, in addition to your excellent 
contacts, your office enjoys effective liaison with local police agencies. It 
was noted that your personal speaking engagements are before quality groups, 
however, you should place more emphasis cm radio and television appearances 
to oetfer acquaint hie public concerning the Bureau’s activities and services. 

You and the -iEBiBtant special Agents in Charge must carefully study 
the inspection findings and Inform the Durean of the corrective action taken 
within thirty days of the receipt of this letter.

On March 22, 1965, 1 saw Assistant Director John F. Malone 
of the New York Field Division. Mr. Malone makes an excellent, mature 
appearance, and 1 would rate him above average. 

1 told Mr. Malone X was greatly concerned about the large number of 
classifications of cases which were in excess of 7% delinquent and this must be 
corrected and corrected promptly. 

I also stated X noted that the Agents in the New York Office had only 
closed 5. 5 cases per Agent in February, which was lower than January and 
December, and he must intensify the pressure upon the Agent personnel to 
increase its production, 

1 told him I noticed that the Agents in the New York Office were 
spending 25. 6% of their time in the office in February, which is grossly 
excessive and he should take immediate steps to correct the same. 

X discussed with him generally the matter of informant coverage, 
stressing the importance of quality criminal informant coverage and domestic 
intelligence informant coverage. 

X commended Mr. Malone upon the fact that his office recruited 35 
new Agents since July, 1964, and he should continue to work upon this project 
as we were in need of qualified applicants. 



I noted that the overtime for the New York Office had averaged two hours 
and twenty-nine minutes per day in February, and while I would like to see the 
overtime reduced to approximately two hours a day, I realized in view of the 
volume of work and the constant additional legislation which is being passed by 
Congress giving us additional responsibilities, we could not keep it down to two' 
hours a day, but that whatever overtime was necessary, I wanted it to be equitably 
shar ed by all of the Agents in the New York Office.

43 clerks currently in assignments that 
release Agent personnel and additional efforts being made to fill other positions with 
elerks. New York Office requested 13 additional Agents - 5 Criminal, 4 Sspionage, 3 
Internal Security Divisions - analysis Indicates that Criminal not justified; 7 for 
Espiom ge and Internal Security justified (handled separately). Clerical complement of 
552 is 13 below number (7 clerks and 6 stenos) authorized last Inspection (565) - 
replacements justified. Requests for authority to temporarily increase number clerical 
employees by 36 from June graduates as replacements in anticipation of normal decrease 
by autumn justified (handled separately).

All of high quality and 
represent good cross section of possible services* Assistant Director Malone personally 
acquainted with each contact but the 4 SACs are not and instructions issued that this be 
done as soon as possible. 

Vast improvement in radio and television appearance* found during recent 
inspection with Assistant Director Malone participating in 2 television shows and 27 
radio programs in 1964. Favorable trend continuing. Relations with press, radio 
and television generally favorable. 

218 public appearances by NYO personnel during 1964 including speeches, radio 
and television. Considerable Increase over previous year. Of above, Assistant Director 
Malone handled 68 while SACs handled 64. Speeches made diselose good geographical 
coverage before quality groups.
